Starvation 
predicted in 
Asia, Africa 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Widespread, 
persistent starvation may hit Smith 
Asia and Africa within IO years unless 
those areas cut their population growth 
and get massive aid, say the authors of 
a new computer study. 
The grim warning came from Mihail 
Mesarovic, director of the Systems 
Research Center of Case Western 
Reserve University, and Eduard 
Pestel, professor of engineering at the 
Technical University of Hannover, 
Germany. 
Their findings parallel a report by 
the Overseas Development Council, 
which warned that Asia could face 
famine next year. But the new report 
goes far. beyond the council study, 
which recommended foreign aid in the 
form of food, fertilizer and agricultural 
help. 
In an interview Tuesday, Mesarovic 
and Pestel said food shipments and 
agricultural aid alone cannot stave off 
starvation in South Asia and Africa. 
Pestel estimated the industrialized 
nations would have to provide some 
$700 billion of investment aid over the 
next 50 years to prevent starvation, 
plus perhaps an equal amount to 
prevent massive unemployment in the 
underdeveloped world. 
Mesarovic and Pestel conducted 
their computerized studies, comparing 
the worldwide effects of various 
economic and population policies, for 
the Club of Rome, a private inter­ 
national study group. 
Some of Mesarovic and Pesters 
preliminary findings: 
—In South Asia even moderately 
successful population control would not 
keep population from outracing food 
supply. Without help, starvation levels 
would be reached by around 1985 with 
no end in sight.

Court rejects 
Rhodes appeal 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
Supreme Court refused today to block a 
hearing by the state Real Estate Com­ 
mission on the validity of a broker’s 
license issued to former Gov. James A. 
-Rhodes. 
Rhodes complained in his petition to 
the high court the hearing before state 
panel is improper and in violation of his 
legal rights. 
The commission notified Rhodes in a 
letter dated Mar. 12 that he should 
surrender the license within 30 days or 
face a hearing to determine whether it 
should be reversed, vacated or altered. 
Rhodes obtained the license by 
taking an oral examination in the 
governor’s office four days before his 
term expired in January of 1970.

Chairman Peter W. Rodino, Jr., D- 
N.J., had no immediate comment on St. 
Clair’s letter, which was not delivered 
until after the House had adjourned and 
most members had left. The committee 
had demanded the reply by Tuesday 
“at the latest” as to Whether the tapes 
would be forthcoming. 
Rodino said last week he thought the 
committee had waited long enough and 
that he would consider asking it to issue 


a subpoena for the tapes if there was 
not a satisfactory answer by Tuesday. 
He is expected to convene the 
committee Thursday to consider St. 
Clair’s letter. The promise that ap­ 
pears implicit in it to deliver some 
material after April 22 may be enough 
to head off demands for a subpoena at 
this time. 
“We’ll probably acquiesce,” said 
Rep. Robert McClory, R ill., a senior 
committee Republican, who expressed 
disappointment at the White House 
response. “I don’t think we’re very 
anxious to face the alternatives.” 
Another member, Robert F. Drinan, 
D-Mass., said the panel has three op­ 
tions: “One is to go whole hog for a 
subpoena now, two is to give Rodino 
and (senior committee Republican Ed­ 
ward) Hutchinson standby power to 
subpoena, or three to cancel the recess 
for the committee and meet next 
Tuesday. 
“I’m in favor of canceling the recess, 
forcing the issue,” Drinan said. 
Although the request 
rem ains 
unanswered, committee counsel John 
Doar told Democratic' committee 
members Tuesday he is prepared to 
start presenting evidence gathered by 
the staff to the committee May 7. The 
committee has received 19 tapes and 
over 700 documents from the White 
House and also has been given secret 
grand jury evidence relating to Nixon’s 
role in the Watergate cover-up. 


CROOKS SAID when a defective 
axle-coupling bar on the eighth car of 
the 32-car freighter became unat­ 
tached, the eighth car and 17 others 
located behind it left the tracks and 
toppled over Dickey Road. 
Crooks explained that when he and 
other officers from the Fayette County 
Sheriff’s Department arrived on the 
scene of the derailment they im­ 
mediately checked for any injuries 
sustained by the five-man train crew. 
The deputies also checked for spillage 
of any harmful materials and the 
possibility of an explosion. 
He said coke and coal being carried 
in some of the cars had spilled. 
In addition to the freight cars and 
trackage that was damaged, Crooks 
said telegraph poles and a fence owned 
by Dr. Heinz Grain Elevator Co., of 
Bloomingburg, were damaged. 
The Bloomingburg Fire Department 
was immediately summoned to the 
scene of the derailment by Crooks in 
case of a fire.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Searchers 
plumbed the Delaware River today for 
eight persons missing from a Greek oil 
tanker that exploded and burned 
Tuesday night. 
One man was killed and 26 persons 
were injured or suffered exposure after 
the tanker Elias erupted in a ball of 
flame while moored in the river. 
Missing were five crewmen, plus a 
mother and her two children who were 
visitors on the ship, the Coast Guard 
said. 
Chunks of steel were hurled into the 
air and burning oil spread on the 
surface of the river. The Coast Guard 
said the explosion occurred at the 
ship’s middle tanks. 
Crews began surveying for pollution 
from the spilled oil early today. It was 
not known how much oil escaped as a 
result of the explosion. 
Flames roared through the 650-foot 
vessel for more than two hours at the 
Atlantic Richfield Co. pier near a 
sprawling complex of oil refineries in 
South Philadelphia before firemen 
brought the blaze under control. 
“I couldn’t see anything but flames,” 
said Frank Kelly, a dock guard who 
witnessed the blast. 
Rescuers and police told of crewmen 
from the burning tanker leaping from 
the ship into the frigid water. 
Officials said the Elias was almost 
empty and was due to sail this morning. 
She had delivered 250,000 barrels of Ve­ 
nezuelan asphalt oil on Monday and 
was to finish pumping off by midnight 
Tuesday. 
The blast left a gaping, 200-foot hole 
in the steel and concrete dock and 
damaged nearby cars and buildings. 
“Everything happened very quick,” 
said Joannis Soteris, a 26-year-old 
Greek crewman who was in the engine 
room at the time of the blast. “I 
grabbed a rope and got out lib 
monkey.” 
Authorities refused to speculate what 
caused the explosion, and they Weare 
unsure of the total complement of crew. 
At least IO of the 26 injured were 
listed in serious condition at three area 
hospitals. 
One of the injured was William Gary, 
a janitor who was in a nearby building 
when the blast occurred. 
All of the other injured were on 
board, including Merope Baltas, 23, the 
wife of one of the Elias’ crewmen. 
The explosion was heard from 25 
miles away. One man called a local 
news bureau asking if there had been 
an earthquake.

N ixon visit gives lift to X e n ia residents

XENIA, Ohio 
(AP)—Small town 
hearts were stirred Tuesday when 
President Nixon toured this community 
nearly a week after a tornado spewed 
death and destruction through its 
center. 
“It’s truly lifted a lot of people’s 
spirits around h ere,” said Joan 
Anderson, a clerk in the Greene County 
Commissioner’s office. 
“For people from a small town, for 
the President to come and show his 
concern, ifs done a lot for all our 
morale,” she said. 
“Xenia has suffered physically, but 
it has not suffered spiritually,” Nixon 


told newsmen as he toured the rubble- 
strewn area. “I think the more it has 
suffered physically, the stronger it is 
spiritually. That speaks a lot for the 
people of this town.” 
Nixon spoke privately with county 
commissioners and city officials, 
pledging federal help and promising 
help to cut red tape for disaster vic­ 
tims. 
He praised rebuilding efforts already 
underway. As he spoke, about 600 Ohio 
National 
Guardsmen 
continued 
clearing the debris spread out over 
nearly 80 per cent of the city. 
“These people have lost their homes, 
their schools and their jobs,” he said 
after one stop. “When we see these 


people smiling and saying, ‘we’re going 
to stick it out,’ it’s that kind of spirit 
that will help rebuild this town.” 
The President landed at Wright 
Patterson Air Force Base IO miles 
away shortly before noon and flew by 
helicopter to Xenia. 
“ In term s of destruction—total 
devastation -this is the worst I’ve ever 
seen,” he said on his arrival. The 
twister claimed 32 lives here, destroyed 
hundreds of homes and left thousands 
homeless. 
He instructed his aides to “cut the 
red tape to the bare bone” to aid 
disaster victims. 
The visit included stops at the city’s 
Red Cross headquarters and the 


Greene County Building. He spent a 
few minutes at each location, chatting, 
shaking hands and answering repor­ 
ters’ questions. 
Nixon’s decision to visit Xenia was 
announced only a few hours before his 
arrival, and crowds were small, but 
friendly. 
Some residents complained that the 
surprise visit and the barrage of 
newsmen surrounding the President 
made it impossible to get to him. 
“I’m so disappointed. He was here 
and I missed him!” wailed Mrs. Pat 
Stuart after the President’s motorcade 
pulled away from his final stop. “I 
dragged all four of my kids down here

Iraq claims 
U.S. arming 
rebel Kurds 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Iraq has 
accused the United States and Iran of 
supplying arms to the rebel Kurds. 
“ We are aware of massive military 
assistance rebel Kurdish leaders in the 
mountains of the north are getting from 
the Unted States via Iran," Vice 
President Saddam Hussein told a news 
conference Tuesday. “This is not a 
surprise for us." 
He also charged Iran with a troop 
buildup along Iraq’s eastern border to 
“encourage Kurdish insurgents in our 
north. 
“ But we are prepared to fight hard on 
all fronts...and shall carry the fighting 
into the territory of any country that 
fights us," Hussein declared. 
Soviet-backed Iraq and American­ 
armed Iran have fought a series of 
border clashes in the past three 
months.

One April snowstorm swirled 
through the Rockies today, while 
another in New England began to 
subside after dumping up to 18 inches of 
snow on higher elevations. 
Portions of the Salt Lake Valley were 
hit by 4 to 6 inches of snow during the 
early nighttime hours. Scattered rain 
and snow spread through the northern 
and central Rockies into the in­ 
termountain areas and Pacific Nor­ 
thwest. 
Advisories for heavy snows and cold, 
wet weather were issued for portions of 
Montana, Wyoming, Nevada, Utah, 
Colorado, Arizona, and North Dakota. 
Although heavy-snow warnings were 
canceled for most of the Northeast, the 
snowfall was expected to continue 
today in the hardest-hit areas of New 
Hampshire, Vermont and Maine. 
The Lakes Region of central New 
Hampshire was buried by 13 inches of 
snow Tuesday. The Stratton Mountain 
ski area of southern Vermont received 
18 inches less than 24 hours after the 
board of directors voted to install 
snowmaking machines. 
Snow also continued during the night 
in northeastern Pennsylvania, and 
freezing temperatures crept into the 
southern Appalachians. 
Elsewhere, winds gusting up to 60 
m.p.h. mostly in desert areas of 
Arizona, Utah and California cut 
visibility with blowing sand and dust 
and created hazardous driving con­ 
ditions. 
Winds and high clouds also increased 
over the Plains and Texas. 
Showers sprinkled the Ohio Valley 
during the night. 
Temperatures before dawn ranged 
from 19 at Limestone, Maine to 70 at El 
Paso, Tex., and Key West, Fla.

American Legion proposed today that 
Congress pay up to $1,000 a year in 
tuition and fees for Vietnam-era 
veterans so they will have a wider 
choice of schools they can afford to at­ 
tend.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. Howard 
M. Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, has proposed 
an Economic Preparedness Act as a 
means of taking preventive action 
before economic crisis hits. 
The major provision of his proposal, 
Metzenbaum said in his first speech in 
the Senate, is the creation by Congress 
of a politically independent National 
Economic Preparedness Council. 
The 12-member council appointed by 
the President and congressional 
leaders would “re-examine all aspects 
of American economic life and the role 
the United States should play in the 
international economic community,” 
he said. 
The council would be empowered to 
draft 
legislation 
and would 
be 
responsible for issuing an annual 
report on national economic goals and 
the means to achieve them. 
Metzenbaum also proposed creation 
of a National Food Reserve over the 
next five years to build up a one-year 's 


supply of grains and dry beans through 
a combination of government pur­ 
chases at market prices and privately 
held inventories.. 
To make sure the country is never 
caught unprepared again, he said, a 
National Commodities Survey Office 
should be established in the General 
Accounting Office to provide accurate 
reports on strategic commodities and 
resources. 
“ Authoritative supply forecasts do 
not presently exist, and the lack of 
information on food and oil was a prime 
factor in the shortages and inflation 
that developed in these areas over the 
past two years," Metzenbaum said. 
He also proposed: 
—A $250 tax credit per dependent for 
individuals. Taxpayers would be given 
a choice between the present $750 per­ 
sonal exemption that is deducted from 
taxable income and the new $250 tax 
credit that would be deducted from 
taxes due.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
said today tornado stricken Xenia will 
get an emergency gasoline allocation of 
375,000 gallons. 
The PUCO said, in addition, the 
Federal Energy Office has approved an 
emergency shipment of I million 
gallons of fuel oil to the Cincinnati Gas 
and Electric Co. to meet emergency 
demands. 
The gas will be taken from the state’s 
reserve, the PUCO said. Ohio’s reserve 
for April is about 12 million gallons. 
Just after last week’s tornadoes, the 
PUCO ordered 86,000 gallons of gas 
shipped to Xenia. 
A PUCO spokesman said the fuel is 
necessary to service emergency 
vehicles in the area devastated by 
tornadoes.

C an d id ates tend to c o n ­ 
centrate on their own im m ediate 
concerns, raising their own funds 
and more less setting them selves 
apart from the party organizations. 
This has played hob with the party 
structures, and it has opened the 
way to serious departures from 
respected political practice.

M etternich, the Austrian statesm an 
whose peace, achieved at Vienna in 
1815, lasted for just short of a century 
insofar as any big troubles were con­ 
cerned. 
But, in his m aneuverings to bring 
about a lasting Middle E ast settlem ent, 
our bouncy Secretary of State more 
closely resem bles T a lle y ra n d , the 
French plenipotentiary who succeeded 
in exploiting the differences between 
Russia, Prussia, Austria and Great 
Britain to his advantage in spite of the 
weakness of his own position. 
The Arabs, as the fighting cam e to an 
end along the Suez Canal, still held the 
“oil weapon” over the U.S. But Egypt 
and 
Saudi 
Arabia 
w ere 
evidently 
persuaded by Kissinger that to use it as 
a continuing bludgeon would not serve 
the long-term good of the more con­ 
servative Arab states. 
To take Western currencies for oil 
and then destroy the value by forcing 
the U.S. and Western Europe into a 
continuously galloping inflation would 
hardly enrich the Arab countries. 
Oil needs prosperous m arkets — and, 
once the little m atter of reaching a 
modus vivendi with Israel has been 
taken care of, the whole future of the 
conservative Arab economies depends 
on the intelligent use of the investment 
funds generated by oil profits. If the 
Arabs propose to spend their oil money 
to diversify their economies at home, 
they m ust import technology — and the 
only sure source of technology is in the 
capitalist West. 
If, on the other hand, they want their 
money to earn money, they need a 
thriving world economy in which to 
invest. Socialist Moscow offers neither 
banks nor industries capable of ab­ 
sorbing the billions that will be ac­ 
cruing to the Arabs from their oil sales. 


THE ECONOMIC realities have been 
enough to cause a split between the 
m ore radical Arab states such as Libya 
and Syria and the Egyptians, who want 
to borrow the Persian Gulf oil profits to 
take the Nile valley fellaheen out of 
their economic m isery. By 1980, Saudi 
Arabia alone will have some $200 billion 
to spread around; it will be distinctly a 
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“ h a v e ” n a tio n , with no in te re s t 
whatsoever in m aking eternal alliances 
with countires com m itted to M arxist 
revolution. 
Even though he may be in no haste to 
industrialize his underpopulated desert 
country, King Faisal needs someone to 
pay him interest on his capital, a 
powerful conservative Egypt to guard 
his flank, and a protector such as the 
U.S. to supply him with weapons to 
defend himself against revolutionaries. 
The fact th at the oil-rich Arab lands 
are due to becom e capitalist financial 
centers is Henry Kissinger’s top card. 
By playing 
astutely on 
Arab 
ex­ 
pectancies he can conceivably w angle 
a peace that will assuage Arab pride 
and, at the sam e time, result in a 
guarantee that there will be no m ore 
talk of driving the Israelis into the sea. 
The Israelis would, of course, be 
expected to give up much of the Sinai 
and some of the Golan Heights, with the 
surrendered territory marked off as 
dem ilitarized zones that would be off 
base for any soldiers save those of the 
U.S. 
NONE OF 
THIS would p le a se 
Moscow, or for that m atter, its client 
state of Syria. 
The Soviets have not been building a 


modern navy for nothing; their interest 
in an Egyptian victory lies in opening 
the Suez Canal for relatively quick 
passage to their ships into the Red Sea 
and the Indian Ocean. They must 
continue to have some hold on Egypt’s 
Sadat or their investment in restoring 
the Sinai and the E ast bank of the Suez 
to Egyptian control will come to 
nothing. 


The whole business, in the long run, 
will come down to a question of power. 
The U.S. Pentagon still thinks the 
Soviets are a power in Egypt; after all, 
they have been supplying Sadat with 
weapons. 
The 
Pentagon 
may 
un­ 
derestim ate Sadat’s desire to shake 
himself free of Moscow’s control. 
But it is surely right in its feeling that 
the Russians don’t have to have their 
technicians and advisers inside Egypt 
to keep Sadat in line. As long as the 
Soviet eastern M editerranean fleet is 
stronger than U.S. naval power in that 
part of the world, the conservative 
Arabs will have to walk a tightrope. 


Ohe thing is clear: if Henry Kissinger 
is to becom e the modern Talleyrand, he 
had better reach an understanding with 
the Pentagon and Congress on the need 
to build a U.S. Navy second to none.

State won't 
aid indicted 
Guardsmen 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The state 
attorney general’s office reaffirmed 
Tuesday its decision not to provide 
legal counsel for Ohio National 
Guardsmen indicted in the 1970 Kent 
State University shootings. 
James Gravelle, press aide to Atty. 
Gen. William Brown, was responding to 
a statement by a guard spokesman that 
it was the guard’s understanding the 
state would defend soldiers in suits 
resulting from actions they took while 
on state active duty. 
“There is a big difference between a 
civil suit and a criminal indictment 
from a federal grand jury,’’ Gravelle 
said. He said it is not the policy of the 
state to defend employes indicted on 
criminal offenses. 
Gravelle said the guardsmen were 
offered legal advice when first sub­ 
poenaed, but were told they could not 
be defended if indicted. 
He said they also were told they could 
make a claim with the Sundry Claims 
Board for reimbursement of legal ex­ 
penses, which would “probably be 
reimbursed if they were acquitted.” 
The attorney general’s policy con­ 
cerning defense of state employes on 
criminal charges was outlined in a 
letter from Brown to Adj. Gen. Dana L. 
Stewart in December 1973, Gravelle 
said. 
The guard official, Col Joseph 
McCann, 
public 
affairs 
officer, 
referred to a memorandum dated April 
23,1971, from Stewart to all Ohio guard 
units which said state defense would be 
provided guardsmen involved in suits 
“arising from actions resulting from 
state active duty. Robert Tenenbaum, 
press aide for Gov. John Gilligan said 
he believed the memo referred to civil 
not criminal action. 
“The Gilligan administration can’t 
require the attorney general to do 
anything,” Tenenbaum said. 
“The 
attorney general is as independent as 
the governor and in those areas he 
controls he is the absolute authority.” 
Meanwhile, George C. Smith, a 
candidate 
for 
the 
Republican 
nomination for attorney general, said 
in Lima Tuesday he would provide a 
defense for the guardsmen if he held 
the office. 
And Rep. Kenneth Cox, D—41 Bar­ 
berton, said he planned to introduce 
legislation in the House requiring the 
state to provide legal counsel for the 
soldiers.

Goodrich Co. vinyl chloride conversion 
plant in Louisville, Ky., had died. 
Bommarito said the deaths “served 
the brutal purpose” of showing how 
little is known about how dangerous 
chemical substances are in the work 
place. 
Speaking at a one-day health and 
safety meeting sponsored by the union, 
he said “it has uncovered what in­ 
dustry, government and labor do not 
known — the toxicological and cancer 
potential of thousands of chemicals 
used in industry.”

Grandpa Jones likes 
old1 music best

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) - A flurry 
of old songs reborn and a sudden 
resurgence of youthful respect for the 
old timers have so far missed one of 
country music’s most authentic per­ 
formers. 
But at least Grandpa Jones believes 
there’s now a market for his brand of 
music. 
“If you want to hear real country 
music these days, you’ve got to go to a 
college or to one of these clubs the kids 
go to. They want the real old stuff, 
especially in the colleges. They’re tired 
of this modern country,” he declared. 
Now 60, he's still doing the same kind 
of music and telling the same kinds of 
jokes he started with in i935. Of course, 
as he says, “there aren’t any new 
jokes, just variations on old ones.” 
Well known as a humorist from his 
weekly appearances on television’s 
syndicated “Hee Haw,” Grandpa still 
loves his music best. 
“I’m not doing what’s popular — or 
at least, what has been popular. You 
know, that modern country and the 
bluegrass. I don’t pick like Earl 
Scruggs does. That’s bluegrass.” 
His picking style is often called 
“claw-hammer” or "trailing.” 
“And I don’t do any of this modern 
country ... about men running around 
on their wives and all. I like songs 
about the country or mother or train 
wrecks or something. Us oldtimers call 
that other stuff ‘skin songs’.” 
He records but, evidentally, has had 
less success than he would have hoped. 
“Oh, I do lots of records, but you’d 
never know it. The disc jockeys know I 
don’t do modern country or bluegrass 
so they just pitch it out. “That’s why I 
want to do some of these college shows. 
I believe there’s a lot of young people 
who would like what I do,” he said. 


He’s starting the college circuit soon, 
with a first appearance scheduled at 
Western Kentucky University. 
The problem, Grandpa feels, is that 
too many writers are turning out “skin 
songs” and not the gentle, down-to- 
earth music he thinks is beginning to 
see a revival. 
“One of the prettiest songs to come 
out in a long, long time is "The Green, 
Green Grass of Home,” he said. “And 
that’s about home and just plain 
people. I’d like to see a lot more songs 
like that.” 
Grandpa has another album coming 
out in the near future, “Heading South 
with Nashville on my Mind.” 
Then, he’s going to another record 
label. 
“They’re already looking for some 
material. Maybe it’ll turn out and 
maybe it won’t. We’ll just have to see,” 
he said. 
Cincy schools 
remain struck 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — While 
half of Cincinnati’s 3,000 public school 
teachers stayed home Tuesday, school 
officials said classrooms would remain 
open despite the strike.

A crucial meeting of the Cincinnati 
Federation of Teachers (CFT) was 
held Tuesday night, but the group 
barred newsmen.

The CFT, a rival of the official 
bargaining agent Cincinnati Teachers 
Association (CTA), could apply more 
pressure by backing the CTA-spon- 
sored strike.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The state 
of Ohio has more property and less 
insurance than any other real estate 
owner in the state. 
In fact, the state has no property 
damage insurance at all except on 
university dorm itories—-mandatory 
coverage because the dormitories are 
built with the proceeds of bonds. 
Ironically, dormitories at Central 
State University, latest property 
disaster for state government, suffered 
least from the tornado that decimated 
Xenia last week. 
The rebuilding bill at Central State, 
where practically every building ex­ 
cept some dormitories was either 
demolished or heavily damaged, has 
been estimated at $50 million to $75 
million. 
The state does carry loss of business 
policies on state buildings, so that it 
would be reimbursed for emergency 
space rentals. 
John B. Olsen, director of the Office 
of Budget and Management, said he 
didn’t really know why the state carries 
no property damage insurance, but 
said he expected that premiums on 
state property would be too high. 
Howard Collier, former Ohio finance 
director now a vice president of the 
Medical College of Ohio, verified 
Olsen’s theory. “In the past IO or 15 
years I know about we haven’t suffered 
more than a $10 million loss because of 
disasters,” Collier said. 


“Insurance premiums on everything 
the state owns would have been more 
costly.” 
Insurance is required on university 
dormitories built through bond issues, 
Olsen said. “The bonding firms insist 
upon it,” he said. 
Otherwise, the state is a self insurer. 
It sets aside money in an emergency 
fund. 
“That fund is pretty lean right now,” 
Olsen said. It does not contain enough 
to pay Central State damages, he said. 
There are two other approaches to 


finance reconstruction: A bond imm or 
an outright appropriation by tha legis­ 
lature, probably In the capital Im­ 
provements bill. 
“Right now,” said Olsen, “auf first 
task is to get an assessment of damages 
down there, determine coats and aaa if 
we can get it in the next capital Im­ 
provement bill.” 
Olsen doesn't like the band issue 
approach. There are complicating 
factors, he said. 
“But a bonded debt is always 
possible,” he said.

Forest in Monroe County, the Zaleski 
Forest in Vinton County and the 
Shawnee State Forest in Scioto County.

15.

Boyle vigorously 
denies plotting 
to kill Yablonski 


MEDIA, Pa. (A P)-W . A, “ Tony” 
Boyle, the former United Mine Workers 
president, vigorously denies he had 
anything to do with the 1969 assas­ 
sination of his union rival Joseph 
“ Jock” Yablonski. 
“ Absolutely not,” the 72-year-old 
defendant said loud and clear Tuesday 
afternoon, staring hard at the jury of 
nine men and three women while an­ 
swering his lawyer's questions on 
whether he had helped arrange the 
murders of Yablonski, his wife and 
daughter. 
Later, 
under 
sharp 
cross-ex­ 
amination by Special Prosecutor 
Richard A. Sprague, Boyle insisted he 
always tells the truth. 
“ I have told the truth under oath all 
my life,” Boyle said. “ I have never lied 
under oath.” 
Sprague, sarcastically, responded: 
“The jury will decide that Mr. Bovle.” 
Boyle was the fourth defense witness. 
Three others may testify today before 
the defense rests. 
Then the prosecution, which already 
has had 56 witnesses, is expected to 
offer a brief rebuttal before the case 
reaches the jury, probably by Friday. 
The Yablonskis were slain Dec. 31, 
1969, as they slept in their rural 
Clarksville home in southwestern 
Pennsylvania. The killings occurred 
three weeks after Yablonski lost a 
bitter battle to unseat Boyle for the 


presidency of the 200,000-member 
union. 
Testifying in his own defense, the 
ailing Boyle—he failed in a sleeping pill 
suicide attempt last September and has 
a bad heart—also said he was positive 
he had never suggested to anyone at 
any time that Yablonski must be killed 
“ I certainly did not,” Boyle said, 
flatly refuting the prosecution’s star 
witness

that 
the 
“ kill 
Yablonski” order originated with Boyle 
on June 23, 1969. 
William J. Turnblazer, 52, former 
president of UMW District 19 em­ 
bracing Kentucky and Tennessee, had 
testified

assassination during a brief afternoon 
meeting in the hallway of the union’s 
national headquarters building in 
Washington, D.C. 
Turnblazer, who has pleaded guilty 
to participating in the murder plot, said 
Albert Pass, 52, former secretary- 
treasurer of District 19, also was 
present at the time. 
Pass was convicted of murder last 
June. 
“Did you have any such conversation 
with Albert Pass (on June 23, 1969)?” 
asked Boyle’s lawyer,

“I did not,” Boyle said.

Russell F. James, 24, walked away 
from the U.S. Army while on leave in 
Australia 1969. He had been held by 
Sidney authorities for the past month, 
but Mrs. James said her son told her by 
telephone Tuesday that Australian 
officials have decided not to honor a 
U.S. request for his deportation and 
will grant him citizenship. 
She said her son and his wife, Marie, 
whom he met in Australia, manage a 
small hotel in Sidney. 
“ He has the wife and his son to think 
about,” said Mrs. James. “ I told him I 
was behind him IOO per cent.... 
“ It’s not that he’s turning his back on 
his country,” she added. “ He feels that 
it’s for a good reason.” 
Mrs. James said her son enlisted in 
1967 at the age of 17 and served lVfe 
years in Vietnam. He was wounded in 
the leg by shrapnel. 
He re-enlisted and planned to make 
the Army his career, but “ something 
must have happened in that time to 
make him change his mind,” said Mrs. 
James. 
She said he signed up for an ad­ 
ditional six months in Vietnam so he 
could come home for Christmas in 1968. 
That was the last time his parents saw 
him. 


James went to Sidney on leave in 1969 
and stayed there. 
Mrs. James said her son told her that 
U.S. officials have threatened to “ make 
an example” of him if he returned. 
“ I ’d like to have him home, but not 
that way,” she said.

M an claims 
income tax 
act illegal 


CHICAGO (AP)—Businessman and 
historian W. R. Anderson claims he’s 
found the biggest tax loophole of all 
time. 
Anderson says he’s discovered the 
federal Income Tax Act of 1913 is illegal 
and the government should return all 
the income taxes it has ever collected. 
When William Howard Taft signed 
the income tax law 60 years ago, he was 
not legally President, Anderson ex­ 
plained. 
“Through a monumental oversight, 
Ohio (Taft’s home state) was not of­ 
ficially admitted into the Union until 
1953,” Anderson contends. “He could 
not have been a legal President 
because he did not qualify under 
Article 2, Section I of the Constitution, 
which specified 14 years’ residence in a 
state.” 
Anderson said congressional doubts 
over Ohio’s legal status as a state 
prompted a 1953 action in which 
Congress “went through the motions of 
making Ohio a state, just in case.” 
Despite the congressional action, 
Anderson said, laws enacted under 
Taft’s administration—including the 
income tax—were and still are illegal.

NEW YORK (AP) - Caught in a 
financial crush, universities today are 
being forced to borrow budget and 
administrative processes from corpo­ 
rate management, a procedure often 
thought to be fraught with danger. 
The fear, actively expressed by 
deans and students alike, is that the use 
of business techniques eventually if not 
immediately means the ascendancy of 
money over eduction. 
Inefficiency, it is said, must be 
tolerated 
for 
the 
sake 
of 
truth. 
Academic standards, the argument 
continues, must not be infringed upon 
by financial standards. 
But when financial inefficiency 
constitutes the threat rather than the 
alleged safeguard, as is the case with 
scores of universities today, ad ­ 
ministrations are forced to act. And so, 
business techniques come to campus. 
At the University of Pennsylvania, 
which handles more than $200 million in 
funds a year, M artin M eyerson, 
president, has borrowed a technique 
from the world of conglomerates and 
insituted what he calls responsibility 
centers. 
In a business conglomerate these 
units would be called profit centers, but 
profit isn’t the goal of a university. Nei­ 
ther is loss, however, so the 22 centers 
are assigned the main responsibility 
for supporting themselves. 
Each school within the university 
must make its own decisions on how its 
earned income, mainly tuition, is to be 
used. Instead of simply applying to the 
university for financing, it must learn 
to live within its income. 
Decision making is thus diversified in 
each school. If a school wants to in­ 
crease the ratio of faculty to students it 
must justify the move financially. If it 
wants to offer more student aid it must 
check its bank account first. 
Each center is also assessed for costs 
of the university as a central en­ 
terprise, depending upon the use it 
makes of libraries and other common 
facilities. And each school shares in the 
university’s general income. 
If a responsibility center wants to 
embark on a new project that might 
result in sharp startup costs it can 
borrow from what is called the inter­ 
center bank at the prime rate. It can 
save there too. 
Prof. John Hobstetter, a metallurgist 
and chairman of the university budget 
committee, speaks directly about the 
consequences of a center not main­ 
taining good financial relations with 
the bank. 
“Accumulating deficits or failure to 
repay such loans would raise critical 
questions about a center’s viability,” 


he explained to the faculty. “Unless the 
campus could agree to an increased 
subvention at the expense of other 
centers, 
intervention 
would 
be 
necessary.” 
Meyerson and Hobstetter seek to 
avoid that type of confrontation, the 
purpose of their program being to 
decentralize decision making while 
simultaneously encouraging a sense of 
cohesion with the central university. 
M eyerson m aintains the system 
already is producing results, although 
it is always being re-evaluated. “Deans 
are concerned about a number of things 
they never paid attention to. Deans and 
faculty are asking more about the 
general problems of the university " 
Still, he agrees, “a good deal of 
resistance” exists. “The deans by and 
large recognize the importance of it but 
feel many corrections are needed. To 
most of the faculty it is puzzling, but 
budgets always have been.’’ 
Hobstetter, a quiet scholar, refers to 
the “happy old days” when he could 
spend more time teaching, but he finds 
his role “fascinating.” He finds it ‘‘a 
whole new dimension; 
it’s 
fun, 
although there are days I wouldn’t 
admit it.” 
M eyerson, who must satisfy a 
disparate constituency that includes 
the trustees, faculty, city, state and 
federal governm ents, as well as 
students "who are both customers and 
products,” is optimistic. 
He feels university budgeting too 
often has been haphazard, failing to 
identify the academically desirable 
with 
the 
financially 
possible. 
His 
budget, he claims, is meant to im­ 
plement planning, not to set priorities.

Venezuela pushes 
oil nationalization 


CARACAS, Venezuela 
(A P ) 
— 
Venezuela is preparing to nationalize 
its oil industry, one of the chief foreign 
suppliers of the United States, in the 
next decade. 
Most foreign oil concessions expire in 
1983, and already two bills calling for 
immediate nationalization of the 3.3- 
millionbarrel-a-day industry are before 
a congressional committee. 
The bills were introduced by the 
Social Christian party, the leading 
opposition faction, and the small, left­ 
wing People’s Electoral Movement. 
President Carlos Andres Perez’s new 
Democratic Action government has set 
up a special committee to study 
eventual nationalization and report in 
60 days. 
The foreign oil companies — most of 
them American — have not objected to 
nationalization and say they are willing 
to discuss new arrangments with the 
Venezuelan government. 
The government last week ordered a 
5 per cent cutback in oil production 
effective April 15. Valentin Hernandez, 
the minister of mines and hydro­ 
carbons, said the purpose was to 
conserve natural gas lost in pumping 
crude oil. 
Several Venezuelan experts favor as 
much as a 50 per cent production cut to 


save oil for future sale at better prices. 
But President Perez has said this would 
not be advisable on moral and political 
grounds. 
Exxon’s Venezulan subsidiary, the 
Creole Petroleum Corp., was hit 
hardest by the 5 per cent cut because it 
is the largest oil producer. The com­ 
pany said it will ship about 100,000 
barrels a day less as a result. 
A score of foreign oil companies, 
which also include Shell, Mobil, Sun, 
Gulf and Texaco, produce about 95 per 
cent of Venezuela’s oil output. The 
companies operate under a system of 
40-year concessions. A 1970 oil rever­ 
sion law was designed to ensure a 
smooth and orderly state takeover 
without compensation when the con­ 
cessions run out. But all political 
parties agree the government does not 
have to wait until 1983 to take over the 
industry. 
To the 
demands 
for 
immediate 
nationalization, 
the 
center-left 
government — which has a majority in 
Congress — has said: “ We cannot play 
with the backbone of our economy. We 
must proceed carefully and in­ 
telligently.” 
Venezuela supplies the United States 
with about 1.7 million barrels of oil a 
day and ships another 450,000 barrels a 
day to Canada.

Taxpayers not being advised 


of rights, official claim s 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The Internal 
Revenue Service often fails to advise 
taxpayers of 
their 
rights 
at 
the 
beginning of a tax dispute, and many 
times misinforms when it does, a tax 
court commissioner says. 
The IR S realizes this first contact is 
the most important, yet the agency 
often leaves a citizen puzzled, said U.S. 
Tax Court Commissioner Joseph N. 
Ingolia. He testified at a hearing on 
taxes held by a enate Appropriations 
subcommittee. 
Ingolia said that when the IRS audits 
a return and an aspect is questioned, 
the taxpayer is sent a form letter or is 
called by an agent. 
“ He is not advised of his rights to go 
to the courts at this time but instead is 
invited to discuss or settle his problem 
usually by bringing in additional in­ 
formation. 
“ It seems clear that when the first 
contact is made with the taxpayer, 
there is no desire to inform him that he 
may go to court rather than discuss 
settlement. This is so because the IRS 
believes settlement is the current 
answer, but is this fair to the taxpayer? 
I think not,” Ingolia said. 


He said that when the IRS does ad­ 
vise the taxpayer of the tax court op­ 
tion, it often tells them such a course 
would be time consuming and ex­ 
pensive. But, he said, for small cases, 
the court usually takes an hour for a $10 
fee. 
He also said IR S does not clear up the 
misconception of many taxpayers that 
the tax court is an arm of the IRS.

committee was a former revenue agent 
now head of the tax agency employe’s 
union who said IRS agents work under 
a quota system for closing cases. 
Vincent L. Connery, president of the 
National Treasury Employe’s Union, 
said the collection division of IR S 
is more concerned with the number of 
cases closed “with little or no regard to 
the effects of the orders on the in­ 
dividual taxpayer. 
“ Revenue officers are oftentimes 
rewarded for seizing a taxpayer’s 
assets and severely disciplined if they 
permit him to remain in business and 
repay his debt to the federal gov­ 
ernment: part payment plans do not 
close cases,” Connery said. 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Columnist 
Jack Anderson said today that former 
Treasury Secretary John B. Connally is 
under investigation by Watergate 
prosecutors for alleged bribery. 
Connally, who in recent months has 
addressed Republican groups and met 
with party leaders in more than 30 
states in what may be an effort to line 
up support for a 1976 GOP presidential 
bid, denied the allegation. 


In his column, Anderson said F B I 
investigators assigned to the special 
prosecutor’s office have evidence that 
Connally pocketed $10,000 from Associ­ 
ated Milk Producers Inc., the nation’s 
largest dairy cooperative. 
Anderson indicated the money 


changed hands in 1972, while Connally 
was still treasury secretary, but did not 
cite a specific date for the alleged 
transaction. 
Anderson quoted F B I sources as 
saying the $10,000 was passed by a Milk 
Producers official to lobbyist Jake 
Jacobsen, who delivered it to Connally. 
Jacobsen is under indictment for 
perjury after testifying that he stashed 
the $10,000 in a safe deposit box and 
never removed it until the F B I oj>ened 
the box last November. 
The indictment by a Watergate grand 
jury said Jacobsen claimed the money 
“ was to be paid to a public official for 
his assistance” in getting President 
Nixon to raise federal milk price 
supports in March, 1971. 


Both sides expecting gains 
from Nixon's Michigan trip 


SAGINAW, Mich. 
(A P) — Both 
Republicans and Democrats expect 
their congressional election campaigns 
to get a boost when President Nixon 
barnstorms this heavily Republican 
district in rural northeast Michigan 
today. 
Republican 
candidate 
Jam es 
Sparking insists Nixon is coming to 
explain his policies rather than cam­ 
paign for him. He needs a heavy tur­ 
nout in the small towns the President is 
visiting 
to win 
Tuesday’s 
special 
election. 
The district has been held by the GOP 
for 40 years. 
Democrat J. Robert Traxler, the 
early favorite in the race now believed 
to be quite close, has made Nixon and 
his administration the major issue. He 
feels the President’s visit will illustrate 
his contention that Sparling is “ Nixon’s 
stand-in.” 
Nixon himself may have the biggest 
stake. 
He hopes to give Sparling a boost 
toward a victory that could ease im­ 
peachment pressure among House 
Republicans, who are shaken by three 
Democratic victories this year in spe­ 
cial 
elections 
for 
House 
seats 
previously held by Republicans. 
Nixon’s five-hour visit marks his first 
participation in an election campaign 
since his own re-election effort in 1972. 
The President Ays from Washington 
to a rally at the Tri-City Airport bet­ 
ween the district’s population centers 
of Saginaw and Bay City. He then 
travels by helicopter to this farming 
area for a motorcade. 
From Bad Axe to Sandusky, a 
distance of 57 miles, friendly crowds 
were expected along Nixon’s route. It 
marks the first visit by any president to 
this area and has become an occasion 
for civic pride. 
Sparling, who had said he “ cannot 
and will not defend the actions of the 
President,” said in an interview 
Tuesday night he fears the trip’s for­ 
mat won’t permit Nixon to discuss 
issues such as inflation, the energy 
crisis and the economy. 
“ That’s what I want,” said the 45- 
year-old former newsman who was top 
aide to former Rep. James Harvey for 
13 years. 
Earlier Tuesday, as he waited to 
greet women workers outside the 
Wolverine Knitting Mill in Bay City, 
Traxler said the President “ clearly 
defines what the election is about. 


“ It’s about unemployment, the cost 
of living, Watergate and the honest 
payment of income taxes,” the 42-year- 
old state representative said. “ His 
being here just joins the issue for me.” 
Sparling, who says the record of the 
Nixon adm inistration is a ‘‘false 
issue,” spotlights his years as Harvey’s 
aide and criticizes Traxler’s absentee 
record in the Michigan House. 
The

voters, 
meanwhile, are showing little outward 
interest in the campaign.

Canada cracks

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Hi-Co groups cam paigning 
for better access to lake

WASHINGTON (AP) — Canada has 
cracked down on the HOO million U.S. 
beef export market by requiring cer­ 
tification that imports contain none of 
the growth hormone DES. 
The order, which also applies to live 
animals, was announced Monday by 
the Canadian government. It requires 
that imports, including beef, veal, lamb 
and mutton, be certified by the 
government of the country of origin 
that the products never contained DES. 
But Agriculture Department officials 
say federal certification that meat had 
always been free of DES are not 
practicable and that farmers them­ 
selves are the only ones who can say 
with certainty the chemical was not 
used. 
The Food and Drug Administration 
banned DES — diethylstilbestrol — 
from use as a livestock growth booster 
more than a year ago. But a U S. 
District Court recently held the order 
was illegal. Thus, DES now is per­ 
mitted as a livestock feed additive or as 
an implant in the animal’s body. 
Federal meat inspectors still monitor 
products for illegal traces of the 
chemical, which can show up in 
slaughtered carcasses if animals are 
not withdrawn from DES soon enough 
before they are marketed. 
Department officials said Tuesday 
they did not know to what extend 
livestock producers have returned to 
DES in their operations. Thus, one said, 
it is ’’virtually impossible” to estimate 


how much meat shipped to Canada 
might come from animals which had 
been exposed to the chemical. 
Canada is the largest foreign market 
for U.S. beef and slaughter cattle. In 
calendar 1973, sales of cattle for 
slaughter in Canada totaled 185,300 
head worth about $71.2 million, up from 
61,359 head valued at $18.7 million in 
1972. 
Also last year, USDA officials said, 
Canada bought about 35 million pounds 
of U.S. beef valued at $36 million. That 
compared with 34.5 million pounds 
worth $29.4 million in 1972. 
Assistant Secretary of Agriculture 
Clayton Yeutter said Tuesday in a 
statement that he was ‘‘extremely 
disappointed” by the Canadian action 
and that it constituted an embargo on 
U.S. cattle and beef products. 
‘‘Canada has insisted that it can only 
accept certification by a full-time U.S.

Medical Terms: Shorthand 


I never heard of “pernio" 
until my doctor said my son had 
It 
How do doctors come up with 
such strange-sounding names? 
Mr. T.N., FU. 
Dear Mr. N.: 
Medical terminology often 
sounds strange and confusing. 
In reality, a complex-sounding 
name may be shorthand to 
describe a total medical con­ 
dition. 
For example, a tongue- 
twister like “subacute bacterial 
endocarditis" brings to the 
doctor’s mind a portrait of a 
disease that would take twenty 
pages of description. 
"Subacute" 
describes a 
condition somewhere between 
“ acute" 
and 
“ chronic." 
“Bacterial” refers to the in­ 
vading germ. “Endocarditis" is 
an inflammation and infection 
of the inner lining of the walls of 
the heart. 
Medical 
terms are 
not 
deliberately meant to confuse 
the laity, nor to give an air of 
pomposity. Each scientific 
discipline has its own technical 
jargon which is reserved for 
easy communication between 
those who work in a specific 
scientific area. 
Now this seems to be a far cry 
from your original question of 
“ pernio." Actually, I took 
advantage of your letter to give 
readers a better insight into the 
reasons for complex-sounding 
terminology.

“Pernio" is more commonly 
known as “chillblain." Severe 
itching and burning of the skin, 
followed by tiny busters, may 
be caused by water seeping into 
the shoes over the tops of even 
waterproof boots. 
The apparent protection of 
waterproof boots is not enough 
to keep the feet from being 
drenched after long exposure to 
rain or snow. 
The unpleasant and often 
painful effects of pernio can be 
avoided if children and adults 
are instructed to remove their 
boots quickly when the feet are 
saturated. 
It is important, too, that the 
lining be absolutely dry when 
they are used again. 


Is it safe to use hormone 
cream to remove excess hair on 
the face? 
Miss R.A., Penn. 
Dear Miss A.: 
The promiscuous use of 
hormones in creams, lotions 
and ointments must be avoided. 
It is amazing how much of the 
hormone can be absorbed into 
the system through the skin. 
It is for this reason that 
hormones must be used only 
when prescribed by a physician. 
The condition “ hirsutism" 
(excess hair) may have a 
number of different causes, 
each of which should be in­ 
vestigated and ruled out.

Sinkhole swallows vegetables 
TAMPA, Fla. (AP) — The vegetable 
patch 
th at 
P reston 
Keen, 
77, 
meticulously planted six weeks ago is 
gone. 
It disappeared in a sinkhole that has 
also swallowed seven orange trees and 
is slowly spreading. 
“ It’s scary,” says his wife, Lily. 
“Sunday it wasn’t here. Monday it was 
like the earth had opened up.” 
The hole measures some 125 feet 
across and is about 50 feet deep. 
The Keens own 110 acres of pasture 
and farmland in Balm, a tiny com­ 


munity 30 miles southeast of Tampa 
The sink opened about one-quarter of a 
mile from their home. 
Chalky green water flows at the 
bottom of the hole. An underground 
stream already has created a tiny 
waterfall inside the hole. Cracks as 
long as 12 feet reach out from the ex­ 
panding sink. 


Sinkholes are common in inland 
Central Florida. They are usually 
caused by the roofs of underground 
limestone caves giving way.

Disaster 
relief bill 
promoted 
WASHINGTON (AP) — A disaster 
relief bill that could simplify delivery 
of aid to tornado-damaged Southern 
and Midwest communities was ex­ 
pected to reach the Senate floor this 
afternoon. 
It won approval Tuesday in the 
Senate Public Works Committee and 
passage by the full Senate could send it 
to the House by Thursday, before the 
close of business for the Easter recess. 
Sen. Quentin N. Burdick, DN.D., 
rushed his bill through the Senate 
committee, citing the emergency needs 
of the ll states struck by more than 300 
tornadoes last week. 
The measure attaches several new 
provisions to the 1970 Disaster Relief 
Act. Most are aimed at minimizing the 
red tape involved in obtaining federal 
aid. 
President Nixon promised Xenia, 
Ohio, residents Tuesday to remove 
most of the stumbling blocks to aid. 
One provision would allow federal 
reimbursement up to 75 per cent on 
state costs of providing aid to families 
whose needs are not met by existing 
programs. The ceiling would be $5,000 
per family. 
Another section would allow the 
President to make loans to local 
government equal to 25 per cent of the 
operating budget to make up any loss of 
tax base from storm damage.

Starvation 
predicted in 
Asia, Africa 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Widespread, 
persistent starvation may hit South 
Asia and Africa within IO years unless 
those areas cut their population growth 
and get massive aid, say the authors of 
a new computer study. 
The grim warning came from Mihail 
Mesarovic, director of the Systems 
Research Center of Case Western 
R eserve U niversity, and E duard 
Pastel, professor of engineering at the 
Technical University of Hannover, 
Germany. 
Their findings parallel a report by 
the Overseas Development Council, 
which warned that Asia could face 
famine next year. But the new report 
goes far. beyond the council study, 
which recommended foreign aid in the 
form of food, fertilizer and agricultural 
help. 
In an interview Tuesday, Mesarovic 
and Pestel said food shipments and 
agricultural aid alone cannot stave off 
starvation in South Asia and Africa. 
Pestel estimated the industrialized 
nations would have to provide some 
$700 billion of investment aid over the 
next 50 years to prevent starvation, 
plus perhaps an equal amount to 
prevent massive unemployment in the 
underdeveloped world. 
Mesarovic and Pestel conducted 
their computerized studies, comparing 
the worldwide effects of various 
economic and population policies, for 
the Club of Rome, a private inter­ 
national study group. 
Some of Mesarovic and Pesters 
preliminary findings: 
—In South Asia even moderately 
successful population control would not 
keep population from outracing food 
supply. Without help, starvation levels 
would be reached by around 1985 with 
no end in sight.

C learing operations by a B&O 
Railroad wreck train were launched 
early W ednesday and a railroad 
spokesman said it will be possibly two 
or three days before the wreckage is 
completely cleared 
and railroad 
service can be restored. 
The derailed freight cars, which were 
loaded with coke and coal, blocked 
Dickey Road and caused problems 
early Wednesday for school bus drivers 
in the Miami Trace School District. The 
road was impassable and students 


living on Dickey Road were forced to 
walk to the Whiteoak Road to be 
transported to school. 
Sgt. William R. Crooks, of the 
Fayette County Sheriff’s Department, 
said there were no injuries in the 18-car 
derailment. He said the freight train 
was bound for Cincinnati when the 
mishap occurred at 6: ll p.m. Tuesday. 
The derailment occurred at a speed of 
40 miles per hour. 


CROOKS SAID when a defective 
axle-coupling bar on the eighth car of 
the 32-car freighter became unat­ 
tached, the eighth car and 17 others 
located behind it left the tracks and 
toppled over Dickey Road. 
Crooks explained that when he and 
other officers from the Fayette County 
Sheriff’s Department arrived on the 
scene of the derailment they im­ 
mediately checked for any injuries 
sustained by the five-man train crew. 
The deputies also checked for spillage 
of any harmful materials and the 
possibility of an explosion. 
He said coke and coal being carried 
in some of the cars had spilled. 
In addition to the freight cars and 
trackage that was damaged, Crooks 
said telegraph poles and a fence owned 
by Dr. Heinz Grain Elevator Co., of 
Bloomingburg, were damaged. 
The Bloomingburg Fire Department 
was immediately summoned to the 
scene of the derailment by Crooks in 
case of a fire.

Tanker blast 
kills one; 26 
persons hurt 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Searchers 
plumbed the Delaware River today for 
eight persons missing from a Greek oil 
tanker that exploded and burned 
Tuesday night. 
One man was killed and 26 persons 
were injured or suffered exposure after 
the tanker Elias erupted in a ball of 
flame while moored in the river. 
Missing were five crewmen, plus a 
mother and her two children who were 
visitors on the ship, the Coast Guard 
said. 
Chunks of steel were hurled into the 
air and burning oil spread on the 
surface of the river. The Coast Guard 
said the explosion occurred at the 
ship’s middle tanks. 
Crews began surveying for pollution 
from the spilled oil early today. It was 
not known how much oil escaped as a 
result of the explosion. 
Flames roared through the 650-foot 
vessel for more than two hours at the 
Atlantic Richfield Co. pier near a 
sprawling complex of oil refineries in 
South Philadelphia 
before firemen 
brought the blaze under control. 
“I couldn’t see anything but flam es,” 
said Frank Kelly, a dock guard who 
witnessed the blast. 
Rescuers and police told of crewmen 
from the burning tanker leaping from 
the ship into the frigid water. 
Officials said the Elias was almost 
empty and was due to sail this morning. 
She had delivered 250,000 barrels of Ve­ 
nezuelan asphalt oil on Monday and 
was to finish pumping off by midnight 
Tuesday. 
The blast left a gaping, 200-foot hole 
in the steel and concrete dock and 
damaged nearby cars and buildings. 
“Everything happened very quick,” 
said Joannis Soteris, a 26-year-old 
Greek crewman who was in the engine 
rocm at the time of the blast. “I 
grabbed a rope and got out like a 
monkey.” 
Authorities refused to speculate what 
caused the explosion, and they were 
unsure of the total complement of crew. 
At least IO of the 26 injured were 
listed in serious condition at three area 
hospitals. 
One of the injured was William Gary, 
a janitor who was in a nearby building 
when the blast occurred. 
All of the other injured were on 
board, including Merope Baltas, 23, the 
wife of one of the Elias’ crewmen. 
The explosion was heard from 25 
miles away. One man called a local 
news bureau asking if there had been 
an earthquake. 


Nixon visit gives lift to Xenia residents

XENIA, Ohio 
(A P)-Sm all 
town 
hearts were stirred Tuesday when 
President Nixon toured this community 
nearly a week after a tornado spewed 
death and destruction through 
its 
center. 
“It’s truly lifted a lot of people’s 
spirits around h e re ,” said Joan 
Anderson, a clerk in the Greene County 
Commissioner’s office. 
“For people from a small town, for 
the President to come and show his 
concern, it’s done a lot for all our 
morale,” she said. 
“Xenia has suffered physically, but 
it has not suffered spiritually,” Nixon 


told newsmen as he toured the rubble- 
strewn area. “I think the more it has 
suffered physically, the stronger it is 
spiritually. That speaks a lot for the 
people of this town.” 
Nixon spoke privately with county 
com m issioners and city officials, 
pledging federal help and promising 
help to cut red tape for disaster vic­ 
tims. 
He praised rebuilding efforts already 
underway. As he st>oke, about 600 Ohio 
N ational 
G uardsm en 
continued 
clearing the debris spread out over 
nearly 80 per cent of the city. 
“These people have lost their homes, 
their schools and their jobs,” he said 
after one stop. “When we see these 


people smiling and saying, ‘we’re going 
to stick it out,’ it’s that kind of spirit 
that will help rebuild this town.” 
The President landed at Wright 
Patterson Air Force Base IO miles 
away shortly before noon and flew by 
helicopter to Xenia. 
“ In term s of destruction—total 
devastation—this is the worst I’ve ever 
seen,” he said on his arrival. The 
twister claimed 32 lives here, destroyed 
hundreds of homes and left thousands 
homeless. 
He instructed his aides to “cut the 
red tape to the bare bone” to aid 
disaster victims. 
The visit included stops at the city’s 
Red Cross h ead q u arters and the 


Greene County Building. He spent a 
few minutes at each location, chatting, 
shaking hands and answering repor­ 
ters’ questions. 
Nixon’s decision to visit Xenia was 
announced only a few hours before his 
arrival, and crowds were small, but 
friendly. 
Some residents complained that the 
surprise visit and the barrage of 
newsmen surrounding the President 
made it impossible to get to him. 
“I’m so disappointed. He was here 
and I missed him!” wailed Mrs. Pat 
Stuart after the President’s motorcade 
pulled away from his final stop. “I 
dragged all four of my kids down here

Iraq claims 
U.S. arming 
rebal Kurds 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Iraq has 
accused the United States and Iran of 
supplying arms to the rebel Kurds. 
“We are aware of massive military 
assistance rebel Kurdish leaders in the 
mountains of the north are getting from 
the Unted States via Iran,** Vice 
President Saddam Hussein told a news 
conference Tuesday. 'This is not a 
surprise for us.** 
He also charged Iran with a troop 
buildup along Iraq's eastern border to 
‘‘encourage Kurdish insurgents in our 
north. 
“But we are prepared to fight hard on 
all fronts...and shall carry the fighting 
into the territory of any country that 
fights us,** Hussein declared.

Hussein, generally considered the 
strongman of Iraq’s ruling Baa th 
Socialist party, spoke to Lebanese 
reporters in Baghdad. 
He said the 95,000-man Iraqi army 
has refrained from moving against the 
estimated 20,000-man Pesh Merga, the 
army of the Kurdish leader. Mulla 
Mustafa Barzani. 


Ronald Haines, magic 
specialist, dies at 67 


Services for Ronald Haines, 87, a 
native of Fayette County who gained 
fame as a magician, inventor and the 
world's leading production specialist in 
playing card tricks, will be held at 1:30 
p.m. Thursday in the Tredway Funeral 
Home, Norwood. 
Mr. Haines, died Monday in Bethesda 
Hospital, Cincinnati, after a long 
illness. 
A practitioner of magic since early 
boyhood, he was head of Haines House 
of Cairds in Norwood for 30 years.

Though his personal repertoire in­ 
cluded all forms of legardemain, most 
of his original tricks involved cards. 
His ‘doctoring’ of playing cards was 
confined strictly to entertainment uses 
and eschewed any form of gaming. Mr. 
Haines supplied tricks in hundreds of 
variations to professional and amateur 
magicians throughout the world, and 
he had been known to give hour-long 
performances with only an ordinary 
deck of cards. 
Born May 13,1906, in Fayette County, 
Mr. Haines* early schooling was in 
Greenfield. He later attended the 
University of Cincinnati. His first paid 
performance as a magician was at age 
17 for the Rotary auh of Greenfield. 
Mr. Haines was a Master of the 
Greenfield Masonic Lodge, No. 318. He 
was a Shriner, Knights Templar, a 
member of the Grotto and a member of 
the “Invisible Lodge.** 
He worked as maintenance engineer 
for the Norwood Public Schools during 
the I930*s and 40*s. During his military 
service in 1943-45 he entertained at 
various military hospitals in Europe 
and Great Britain. 
Mr. Haines married the former Ruth 
Fritzsch of Cincinnati in 1937. She died 
three years ago.

Metzenboum urges 
economic council 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. Howard 
M. Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, has proposed 
an Economic Preparedness Act as a 
means of taking preventive action 
before economic crisis hits. 
The major provision of his proposal, 
Metzenbaum said in his first speech in 
the Senate, is the creation by Congress 
of a politically independent National 
Economic Preparedness Council. 
The 12-member council appointed by 
the President and congressional 
leaders would “re-examine all aspects 
of American economic life and the role 
the United States sh<)uld play in the 
international economic community,’’ 
he said. 
The council would be empowered to 
draft 
legislation 
and would 
be 
responsible for issuing an annual 
report on national economic goals and 
the means to achieve them. 
Metzenbaum also prop<»ed creation 
of a National Food Reserve over the 
next five years to build up a one-year’s

supply of grains and dry beans through 
a combination of government pur­ 
chases at market prices and privately 
held inventories.. 
To make sure the country is never 
caught unprepared again, he said, a 
National Commodities Survey Office 
should be established in the (jeneral 
Accounting Office to provide accurate 
reports on strategic commodities and 
resources. 
"Authoritative supply forecasts do 
not presently exist, and the lack of 
information on food and oil was a prime 
factor in the shortages and inflation 
that developed in these areas over the 
past two years,’’ Metzenbaum said. 
He also proposed: 
—A $250 tax credit per dependent for 
individuals. Taxpayers would be given 
a choice between the present $750 per­ 
sonal exemption that is deducted from 
taxable income and the new $250 tax 
credit that would be deducted from 
taxes due.

Ford’s censure highlighted 


Another View 


The Chapin trial’s reprise of the 
1972 presidential campaign “dirty 
tricks” shenanigans throws Vice 
President Gerald R. Ford’s recent 
remarks about CREEP into higher 
relief. The vice president’s ob­ 
servations about the two-party 
system derive pertinence from 
courtroom disclosures about how 
that system was undermined by men 
who bypassed the party machinery. 
The Committee for the Re-election 
of the President was an extreme 
manifestation of a phenomenon that 
has developed to some extent in both 
parties at the presidential campaign 


level. Candidates tend to con­ 
centrate on their own immediate 
concerns, raising their own funds 
and more less setting themselves 
apart from the party organizations. 
This has played hob with the party 
structures, and it has opened the 
way to serious departures from 
respected political practice. This 
was the theme of Ford’s remarks to 
audiences of party leaders. 
Using the derogatory acronym for 
the Nixon re-election committee, he 
told them that “never again must 
Americans allow an arrogant guard 
of political adolescents like CREEP 


to bypass the regular Republican 
organization.” 
Ford said that those “political 
adolescents” had run “roughshod 
over the seasoned political judgment 
and experience of the regular 
Republican party organization in the 
50 states.” That is the nub of the 
matter. It is a criticism to be taken 
to heart by the leadership of both 
major parties. The party system is 
far from perfect. 
But as the Chapin trial reminds us, 
there is a kind of stability and 
continuity in that system which 
helps to safeguard the political 
process from gross abuses.

Kissinger needs a strong Navy 


Henry Kissinger admires Prince 
Metternich, the Austrian statesman 
whose peace, achieved at Vienna in 
1815, lasted for just short of a century 
insofar as any big troubles were con­ 
cerned. 
But, in his maneuverings to bring 
about a lasting Middle East settlement, 
our bouncy Secretary of State more 
closely resem bles Talleyrand, the 
French plenipotentiary who succeeded 
in exploiting the differences between 
Russia, Prussia, Austria and Great 
Britain to his advantage in spite of the 
weakness of his own position. 
The Arabs, as the fighting came to an 
end along the Suez Canal, still held the 
“oil weapon” over the U.S. But Egypt 
and Saudi Arabia were evidently 
persuaded by Kissinger that to use it as 
a continuing bludgeon would not serve 
the long-term good of the more con­ 
servative Arab states. 
To t,\ke Western currencies for oil 
and then destroy the value by forcing 
the U.S. and Western Europe into a 
continuously galloping inflation would 
hardly enrich the Arab countries. 
Oil needs prosperous markets — and, 
once the little matter of reaching a 
modus vivendi with Israel has been 
taken care of, the whole future of the 
conservative Arab economies depends 
on the intelligent use of the investment 
funds generated by oil profits. If the 
Arabs propose to spend their oil money 
to diversify their economies at home, 
they must import technology — and the 
only sure source of technology is in the 
capitalist West. 
If, on the other hand, they want their 
money to earn money, they need a 
thriving woild economy in which to 
invest. Socialist Moscow offers neither 
banks nor industries capable of ab­ 
sorbing the billions that will be ac­ 
cruing to the Arabs from their oil sales. 


THE ECONOMIC realities have been 
enough to cause a split between the 
more radical Arab states such as Libya 
and Syria and the Egyptians who want 
to borrow the Persian Gulf oil profits to 
take the Nile valley fellaheen out of 
their economic misery. By 1980, Saudi 
Arabia alone will have some $200 billion 
to spread around; it will be distinctly a 
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“have” nation, with no interest 
whatsoever in making eternal alliances 
with countires committed to Marxist 
revolution. 
Even though he may be in no haste to 
industrialize his underpopulated desert 
country, King Faisal needs someone to 
pay him interest on his capital, a 
powerful conservative Egypt to guard 
his flank, and a protector such as the 
U.S. to supply him with weapons to 
defend himself against revolutionaries. 
The fact that the oil-rich Arab lands 
are due to become capitalist financial 
centers is Henry Kissinger’s top card. 
By playing astutely on Arab ex­ 
pectancies he can conceivably wangle 
a peace that will assuage Arab pride 
and, at the same time, result in a 
guarantee that there will be no more 
talk of driving the Israelis into the sea. 
The Israelis would, of course, be 
expected to give up much of the Sinai 
and some of the Golan Heights, with the 
surrendered territory marked off as 
demilitarized zones that would be off 
base for any soldiers save those of the 
U.S. 
NONE OF THIS would please 
Moscow, or for that matter, its client 
state of Syria. 
The Soviets have not been building a 


modern navy for nothing; their interest 
in an Egyptian victory lies in opening 
the Suez Canal for relatively quick 
passage to their ships into the Red Sea 
and the Irdian Ocean. They must 
continue to have some hold on Egypt’s 
Sadat or their investment in restoring 
the Sinai and the East bank of the Suez 
to Egyptian control will come to 
nothing. 
The whole business, in the long run, 
will come down to a question of power. 
The U.S. Pentagon still thinks the 
Soviets are a power in Egypt; after all, 
they have been supplying Sadat with 
weapons. The Pentagon may un­ 
derestimate Sadat’s desire to shake 
himself free of Moscow’s control. 
But it is surely right in its feeling that 
the Russians don’t have to have their 
technicians and advisers inside Egypt 
to keep Sadat in line. As long as the 
Soviet eastern Mediterranean fleet is 
stronger than U.S. naval power in that 
part of the world, the conservative 
Arabs will have to walk a tightrope. 
Ohe thing is clear: if Henry Kissinger 
is to become the modern Talleyrand, he 
had better reach an understanding with 
the Pentagon and Congress on the need 
to build a U.S. Navy second to none.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)— Scrap 
metal and scrap paper recovery have 
been proposed as the first phase of a 
program to save money and make 
energy from Ohio’s annual 1.8 million 
tons of trash. 
“Each year Ohio communities spend 
more than $300 million to bury or burn 
waste,” Gov. John J. Gilligan said 
Tuesday, unveiling the program which 
he said will be presented to the 1975 
Ohio General Assembly. 
As metropolitan areas run out of 
landfill space, residents will face 
bigger bills for hauling away garbage, 
he said. 
“Our ultimate goal is the elimination 
of the environmental problems now 
created by solid waste disposal and full 
recovery of recyclable and energy- 
producing wastes,” the governor ad­ 
ded.

Agency drafted the proposal.

State won't 
aid indicted 
Guardsmen 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-The state 
attorney general’s office reaffirmed 
Tuesday its decision not to provide 
legal counsel for Ohio National 
Guardsmen indicted in the 1970 Kent 
State University shootings. 
^ 
James Gravette, press aide to Atty. 
Gen. William Brown, was responding to 
a statement by a guard spokesman that 
it was the guard’s understanding the 
state would defend soldiers in suits 
resulting from actions they took while 
on state active duty. 
“There is a big difference between a 
civil suit and a criminal indictment 
from a federal grand jury,” Gravette 
said. He said it is not the policy of the 
state to defend employes indicted on 
criminal offenses. 
Gravette said the guardsmen were 
offered legal advice when first sub­ 
poenaed, but were told they could not 
be defended if indicted. 
He said they also were told they could 
make a claim with the Sundry Claims 
Board for reimbursement of legal ex­ 
penses, which would “probably be 
reimbursed if they were acquitted.” 
The attorney general’s policy con­ 
cerning defense of state employes on 
criminal charges was outlined in a 
letter from Brown to Adj. Gen. Dana L. 
Stewart in December 1973, Gravelle 
said. 
The guard official, Col Joseph 
McCann, public 
affairs officer, 
referred to a memorandum dated April 
23,1971, from Stewart to all Ohio guard 
units which said state defense would be 
provided guardsmen involved in suits 
“arising from actions resulting from 
state active duty. Robert Tenenbaum, 
press aide for Gov. John Gilligan said 
he believed the memo referred to civil 
not criminal action. 
“The Gilligan administration can’t 
require the attorney general to do 
anything,” Tenenbaum said. “The 
attorney general is as independent as 
the governor and in those areas he 
controls he is the absolute authority.” 
Meanwhile, George C. Smith, a 
candidate 
for

Republican 
nomination for attorney general, said 
in Lima Tuesday he would provide a 
defense for the guardsmen if he held 
the office. 
And Rep. Kenneth Cox, D—41 Bar­ 
berton, said he planned to introduce 
legislation in the House requiring the 
state to provide legal counsel for the 
soldiers.

Rubber Workers President Peter 
Bommarito said Tuesday emergency 
temporary health standards placed on 
vinyl chloride are inadequate to 
guarantee workers safety. 
He called on tighter government 
restrictions on worker exposure to the 
chemical, believed responsible for a 
rare form of liver cancer.

Administration this week ordered that 
the maximum allowable concentration 
of vinyl chloride be reduced from 500 
parts per million in the atmosphere to 
50 parts per million until a permanent 
standard is formulated. 
The action came after it was 
disclosed that four workers at a B.F. 
Goodrich Co. vinyl chloride conversion 
plant in Louisville, Ky., had died. 
Bommarito said the deaths “served 
the brutal purpose” of showing how 
little is known about how dangerous 
chemical substances are in the work 
place. 
Speaking at a one-day health and 
safety meeting sponsored by the union, 
he said “it has uncovered what in­ 
dustry, government and labor do not 
known — the toxicological and cancer 
potential of thousands of chemicals 
used in industry.”

Grandpa Jones likes 
old' music best

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) - A flurry 
of old songs reborn and a sudden 
resurgence of youthful respect for the 
old timers have so far missed one of 
country music’s most authentic per­ 
formers. 
But at least Grandpa Jones believes 
there’s now a market for his brand of 
music. 
“If you want to hear real country 
music these days, you’ve got to go to a 
college or to one of these clubs the kids 
go to. They want the real old stuff, 
especially in the colleges. They’re tired 
of this modern country,” he declared. 
Now 60, he’s still doing the same kind 
of music and telling the same kinds of 
jokes he started with in 1935. Of course, 
as he says, “there aren’t any new 
jokes, just variations on old ones.” 
Well known as a humorist from his 
weekly appearances on television’s 
syndicated “Hee Haw,” Grandpa still 
loves his music best. 
“I’m not doing what’s popular — or 
at least, what has been popular. You 
know, that modern country and the 
bluegrass. I don’t pick like Earl 
Scruggs does. That’s bluegrass.” 
His picking style is often called 
“claw-hammer” or “frailing.” 
“And I don’t do any of this modern 
country ... about men running around 
on their wives and all. I like songs 
about the country or mother or train 
wrecks or something. Us oldtimers call 
that other stuff ‘skin songs’.” 
He records but, evidentally, has had 
less success than he would have hoped. 
“Oh, I do lots of records, but you’d 
never know it. The disc jockeys know I 
don’t do modern country or bluegrass 
so they just pitch it out. “That’s why I 
want to do some of these college shows. 
I believe there’s a lot of young people 
who would like what I do,” he said.

He’s starting the college circuit soon, 
with a first appearance scheduled at 
Western Kentucky University. 
The problem, Grandpa feels, is that 
too many writers are turning out “skin 
songs” and not the gentle, down-to- 
earth music he thinks is beginning to 
see a revival. 
“One of the prettiest songs to come 
out in a long, long time is “The Green, 
Green Grass of Home,” he said. “And 
that’s about home and just plain 
people. I’d like to see a lot more songs 
like that.” 
Grandpa has another album coming 
out in the near future, “Heading South 
with Nashville on my Mind.” 
Then, he’s going to another record 
label. 
“They’re already looking for some 
material. Maybe it’ll turn out and 
maybe it won’t. We’ll just have to see,” 
he said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The state 
of Ohio has more property and less 
insurance than any other real estate 
owner in the state. 
In fact, the state has no property 
damage insurance at all except on 
university dormitories—mandatory 
coverage because the dormitories are 
built with the proceeds of bonds. 
Ironically, dormitories at Central 
State University, latest property 
disaster for state government, suffered 
least from the tornado that decimated 
Xenia last week. 
The rebuilding bill at Central State, 
where practically every building ex­ 
cept some dormitories was either 
demolished or heavily damaged, has 
been estimated at $50 million to $75 
million. 
The state does carry loss of business 
policies on state buildings, so that it 
would be reimbursed for emergency 
space rentals. 
John B. Olsen, director of the Office 
of Budget and Management, said he 
didn’t really know why the state carries 
no property damage insurance, but 
said he expected that premiums on 
state property would be too high. 
Howard Collier, former Ohio finance 
director now a vice president of the 
Medical College of Ohio, verified 
Olsen’s theory. “In the past IO or 15 
years I know about we haven’t suffered 
more than a $10 million loss because of 
disasters,” Collier said.

WASHINGTON — Youths interested

Forest in Monroe County, the Zaleski 
Forest in Vinton County and the 
Shawnee State Forest in Scioto County. 
The deadline for applications is April 
15.

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Boyle vigorously 
denies plotting 
to kill Yablonski 


MEDIA, Pa. (AP)—W. A. “Tony” 
Boyle, the former United Mine Workers 
president, vigorously denies he had 
anything to do with the 1969 assas­ 
sination of his union rival Joseph 
“Jock” Yablonski. 
“Absolutely not,” the 72-year-old 
defendant said loud and clear Tuesday 
afternoon, staring hard at the jury of 
nine men and three women while an­ 
swering his lawyer’s questions on 
whether he had helped arrange the 
murders of Yablonski, his wife and 
daughter. 
Later, 
under 
sharp 
cross-ex­ 
amination by Special Prosecutor 
Richard A. Sprague, Boyle insisted he 
always tells the truth. 
“I have told the truth under oath all 
my life,” Boyle said. “I have never lied 
under oath.” 
Sprague, sarcastically, responded: 
“The jury will decide that Mr. Boyle.” 
Boyle was the fourth defense witness. 
Three others may testify today before 
the defense rests. 
Then the prosecution, which already 
has had 56 witnesses, is expected to 
offer a brief rebuttal before the case 
reaches the jury, probably by Friday. 
The Yablonskis were slain Dec. 31, 
1969, as they slept in their rural 
Clarksville home in southwestern 
Pennsylvania. The killings occurred 
three weeks after Yablonski lost a 
bitter battle to unseat Boyle for the 


presidency of the 200,000-member 
union. 
Testifying in his own defense, the 
ailing Boyle—he failed in a sleeping pill 
suicide attempt last September and has 
a bad heart—also said he was positive 
he had never suggested to anyone at 
any time that Yablonski must be killed. 
“I certainly did not,” Boyle said, 
flatly refuting the prosecution’s star 
witness 
Monday 
that the 
“ kill 
Yablonski” order originated with Boyle 
on June 23, 1969. 
William J. Turnblazer, 52, former 
president of UMW District 19 em­ 
bracing Kentucky and Tennessee, had 
testified 
Boyle 
suggested 
the 
assassination during a brief afternoon 
meeting in the hallway of the union’s 
national headquarters building in 
Washington, D.C. 
Turnblazer, who has pleaded guilty 
to participating in the murder plot, said 
Albert Pass, 52, former secretary- 
treasurer of District 19, also was 
present at the time. 
Pass was convicted of murder last 
June. 
“Did you have any such conversation 
with Albert Pass (on June 23, 1969)?” 
asked Boyle’s lawyer, Charles F. 
Moses 
“I did not,” Boyle said. 
“Did you have any meeting with 
William Turnblazer?” Moses con­ 
tinued. 
“I did not,” Boyle replied again.

Meanwhile, in Cambodia, govern­ 
ment troops battled through insurgent 
forces along Kam pot’s shipping 
channel and cleared one bank of the be­ 
sieged town’s main supply route after 
four days of heavy fighting, military 
sources reported today. 
The sources said about 500 men were 
landed on the east bank of the four-mile 
channel from the Gulf of Thailand and 
fought their way into the town. Navy 
gunboats had blasted Khmer Rouge 
positions along the 300-yard-wide 
channel earlier. 
Kampot, 85 miles southwest of 
Phnom Penh, has been under Khmer 
Rouge pressure for more than a month. 
But one Western military observer said 
the insurgents appeared to be pulling 
back a bit, “possibly for a rest.”

Vietnam’s 
delegation to the Joint Military 
Commission said it proposed a cease­ 
fire at the besieged government bases 
of Due Hue, near the Cambodian 
border 35 miles northwest of Saigon, 
and Tong Le Chan, 50 miles north of the 
capital. The delegation said it proposed 
the truce to allow the evacuation of 
wounded and burial of the dead. 
The Viet Cong rejected the request,

Man claims 
income tax 
act illegal 


CHICAGO (AP)—Businessman and 
historian W. R. Anderson claims he’s 
found the biggest tax loophole of all 
time. 
Anderson says he’s discovered the 
federal Income Tax Act of 1913 is illegal 
and the government should return all 
the income taxes it has ever collected. 
When William Howard Taft signed 
the income tax law 60 years ago, he was 
not legally President, Anderson ex­ 
plained. 
“Through a monumental oversight, 
Ohio (Taft’s home state) was not of­ 
ficially admitted* into the Union until 
1953,” Anderson contends. “He could 
not have been a legal President 
because he did not qualify under 
Article 2, Section 1 of the Constitution, 
which specified 14 years’ residence in a 
state.” 
Anderson said congressional doubts 
over Ohio’s legal status as a state 
prompted a 1953 action in which 
Congress “went through the motions of 
making Ohio a state, just in case.” 
Despite the congressional action, 
Anderson said, laws enacted under 
Taft’s administration—including the 
income tax—were and still are illegal.

NEW YORK (AP) - Caught in a 
financial crush, universities today are 
being forced to borrow budget and 
administrative processes from corpo­ 
rate management, a procedure often 
thought to be fraught with danger. 
The fear, actively expressed by 
deans and students alike, is that the use 
of business techniques eventually if not 
immediately means the ascendancy of 
money over eduction. 
Inefficiency, it is said, must be 
tolerated for the sake of truth. 
Academic standards, the argument 
continues, must not be infringed upon 
by financial standards. 
But when financial inefficiency 
constitutes the threat rather than the 
alleged safeguard, as is the case with 
scores of universities today, ad­ 
ministrations are forced to act. And so, 
business techniques come to campus. 
At the University of Pennsylvania, 
which handles more than $200 million in 
funds a year, Martin Meyerson, 
president, has borrowed a technique 
from the world of conglomerates and 
insituted what he calls responsibility 
centers. 
In a business conglomerate these 
units would be called profit centers, but 
profit isn’t the goal of a university. Nei­ 
ther is loss, however, so the 22 centers 
are assigned the main responsibility 
for supporting themselves. 
Each school within the university 
must make its own decisions on how its 
earned income, mainly tuition, is to be 
used. Instead of simply applying to the 
university for financing, it must learn 
to live within its income. 
Decision making is thus diversified in 
each school. If a school wants to in­ 
crease the ratio of faculty to students it 
must justify the move financially. If it 
wants to offer more student aid it must 
check its bank account first. 
Each center is also assessed for costs 
of the university as a central en­ 
terprise, depending upon the use it 
makes of libraries and other common 
facilities. And each school shares in the 
university’s general income. 
If a responsibility center wants to 
embark on a new project that might 
result in sharp startup costs it can 
borrow from what is called the inter­ 
center bank at the prime rate. It can 
save there too. 
Prof. John Hobstetter, a metallurgist 
and chairman of the university budget 
committee, speaks directly about the 
consequences of a center not main­ 
taining good financial relations with 
the bank. 
“Accumulating deficits or failure to 
repay such loans would raise critical 
questions about a center’s viability,” 


he explained to the faculty. “Unless the 
campus could agree to an increased 
subvention at the expense of other 
centers, 
intervention 
would 
be 
necessary.” 
Meyerson and Hobstetter seek to 
avoid that type of confrontation, the 
purpose of their program being to 
decentralize decision making while 
simultaneously encouraging a sense of 
cohesion with the central university. 
Meyerson maintains the system 
already is producing results, although 
it is always being re-evaluated. “Deans 
are concerned about a number of things 
they never paid attention to. Deans and 
faculty are asking more about the 
general problems of the university.” 
Still, he agrees, “a good deal of 
resistance” exists. “The deans by and 
large recognize the importance of it but 
feel many corrections are needed. To 
most of the faculty it is puzzling, but 
budgets always have been.” 
Hobstetter, a quiet scholar, refers to 
the “happy old days” when he could 
spend more time teaching, but he finds 
his role “fascinating.” He finds it “a 
whole new dimension; it’s fun, 
although there are days I wouldn’t 
admit it.” 
Meyerson, who must satisfy a 
disparate constituency that includes 
the trustees, faculty, city, state and 
federal governments, as well as 
students “who are both customers .and 
products,” is optimistic. 
He feels university budgeting too 
often has been haphazard, failing to 
identify the academically desirable 
with the financially possible.

budget, he claims, is meant to im­ 
plement planning, not to set priorities.

Venezuela is preparing to nationalize 
its oil industry, one of the chief foreign 
suppliers of the United States, in the 
next decade. 
Most foreign oil concessions expire in 
1983, and already two bills calling for 
immediate nationalization of the 3.3- 
millionbarrel-a-day industry are before 
a congressional committee. 
The bills were introduced by the 
Social Christian party, the leading 
opposition faction, and the small, left­ 
wing People’s Electoral Movement. 
President Carlos Andres Perez’s new 
Democratic Action government has set 
up a special committee to study 
eventual nationalization and report in 
60 days. 
The foreign oil companies — most of 
them American — have not objected to 
nationalization and say they are willing 
to discuss new arrangments with the 
Venezuelan government. 
The government last week ordered a 
5 per cent cutback in oil production 
effective April 15. Valentin Hernandez, 
the minister of mines and hydro­ 
carbons, said the purpose was to 
conserve natural gas lost in pumping 
crude oil. 
Several Venezuelan experts favor as 
much as a 50 per cent production cut to 


save oil for future sale at better prices. 
But President Perez has said this would 
not be advisable on moral and political 
grounds. 
Exxon’s Venezulan subsidiary, the 
Creole Petroleum Corp., was hit 
hardest by the 5 per cent cut because it 
is the largest oil producer. The com­ 
pany said it will ship about 100,000 
barrels a day less as a result. 
A score of foreign oil companies, 
which also include Shell, Mobil, Sun, 
tiulf and Texaco, produce about 95 per 
cent of Venezuela’s oil output. The 
companies operate under a system of 
40-year concessions. A 1970 oil rever­ 
sion law was designed to ensure a 
smooth and orderly state takeover 
without compensation when the con­ 
cessions run out. But all political 
parties agree the government does not 
have to wait until 1983 to take over the 
industry. 
To the demands for immediate 
nationalization, 
the 
center-left 
government — which has a majority in 
Congress — has said: “ We cannot play 
with the backbone of our economy. We 
must proceed carefully and in­ 
telligently.” 
Venezuela supplies the United States 
with about 1.7 million barrels of oil a 
day and ships another 450,000 barrels a 
day to Canada.

Taxpayers not being advised 


of rights, official claim s 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Internal 
Revenue Service often fails to advise 
taxpayers of their rights at the 
beginning of a tax dispute, and many 
times misinforms when it does, a tax 
court commissioner says. 
The IRS realizes this first contact is 
the most important, yet the agency 
often leaves a citizen puzzled, said U.S. 
Tax Court Commissioner Joseph N. 
Ingolia. He testified at a hearing on 
taxes held by a enate Appropriations 
subcommittee. 
Ingolia said that when the IRS audits 
a return and an aspect is questioned, 
the taxpayer is sent a form letter or is 
called by an agent. 
“ He is not advised of his rights to go 
to the courts at this time but instead is 
invited to discuss or settle his problem 
usually by bringing in additional in­ 
formation. 
“ It seems clear that when the first 
contact is made with the taxpayer, 
there is no desire to inform him that he 
may go to court rather than discuss 
settlement. This is so because the IRS 
believes settlement is the current 
answer, but is this fair to the taxpayer? 
I think not,” Ingolia said. 


He said that when the IRS does ad­ 
vise the taxpayer of the tax court op­ 
tion, it often tells them such a course 
would be time consuming and ex­ 
pensive. But, he said, for small cases, 
the court usually takes an hour for a $10 
fee. 
He also said IRS does not clear up the 
misconception of many taxpayers that 
the tax court is an arm of the IRS. 
Also appearing before the sub­ 
committee was a former revenue agent 
now head of the tax agency employe’s 
union who said IRS agents work under 
a quota system for closing cases. 
Vincent L. Connery, president of the 
National Treasury Employe’s Union, 
said the collection division of IRS 
is more concerned with the number of 
cases closed “with little or no regard to 
the effects of the orders on the in­ 
dividual taxpayer. 
“Revenue officers are oftentimes 
rewarded for seizing a taxpayer’s 
assets and severely disciplined if they 
permit him to remain in business and 
repay his debt to the federal gov­ 
ernment: part payment plans do not 
close cases,” Connery said. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Columnist 
Jack Anderson said today that former 
Treasury Secretary John B. Connally is 
under investigation by Watergate 
prosecutors for alleged bribery. 
Connally, who in recent months has 
addressed Republican groups and met 
with party leaders in more than 30 
states in what may be an effort to line 
up support for a 1976 GOP presidential 
bid, denied the allegation. 
In his column, Anderson said FBI 
investigators assigned to the special 
prosecutor’s office have evidence that 
Connally pocketed $10,000 from Associ­ 
ated Milk Producers Inc., the nation’s 
largest dairy cooperative. 
Anderson indicated the money 


changed hands in 1972, while Connally 
was still treasury secretary, but did not 
cite a specific date for the alleged 
transaction. 
Anderson quoted FBI sources as 
saying the $10,000 was passed by a Milk 
Producers official to lobbyist Jake 
Jacobsen, who delivered it to Connally. 
Jacobsen is under indictment for 
perjury after testifying that he stashed 
the $10,000 in a safe deposit box and 
never removed it until the FBI opened 
the box last November. 
The indictment by a Watergate grand 
jury said Jacobsen claimed the money 
“was to be paid to a public official for 
his assistance” in getting President 
Nixon to raise federal milk price 
supports in March, 1971. 


Both sides expecting gains 


from Nixon's Michigan trip 


SAGINAW, Mich. (AP) — Both 
Republicans and Democrats expect 
their congressional election campaigns 
to get a boost when President Nixon 
barnstorms this heavily Republican 
district in rural northeast Michigan 
today.

SparHng insists Nixon is coming to 
explain his policies rather than cam­ 
paign for him. He needs a heavy tur­ 
nout in the small towns the President is 
visiting to win Tuesday’s special 
election. 
The district has been held by the GOP 
for 40 years. 
Democrat J. Robert Traxler, the 
early favorite in the race now believed 
to be quite close, has made Nixon and 
his administration the major issue. He 
feels the President’s visit will illustrate 
his contention that Sparling is “Nixon’s 
stand-in.” 
Nixon himself may have the biggest 
stake. 
He hopes to give Sparling a boost 
toward a victory that could ease im­ 
peachment pressure among House 
Republicans, who are shaken by three 
Democratic victories this year in spe­ 
cial 
elections 
for 
House 
seats 
previously held by Republicans. 
Nixon’s five-hour visit marks his first 
participation in an election campaign 
since his own re-election effort in 1972. 
The President Ays from Washington 
to a rally at the Tri-City Airport bet­ 
ween the district’s population centers 
of Saginaw and Bay City. He then 
travels by helicopter to this farming 
area for a motorcade. 
From Bad Axe to Sandusky, a 
distance of 57 miles, friendly crowds 
were expected along Nixon’s route. It 
marks the first visit by any president to 
this area and has become an occasion 
for civic pride. 
Sparling, who had said he “cannot 
and will not defend the actions of the 
President,” said in an interview 
Tuesday night he fears the trip’s for­ 
mat won’t permit Nixon to discuss 
issues such as inflation, the energy 
crisis and the economy.

Canada cracks 
down on U.S. beef 
The Blue Lines 
David tllli. editor 
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Hi-Co groups campaigning 
for better access to lake

WASHINGTON (AP) - Canada has 
cracked down on the HOO million U.S. 
beef export market by requiring cer­ 
tification that imports contain none of 
the growth hormone DES. 
The order, which also applies to live 
animals, was announced Monday by 
the Canadian government. It requires 
that imports, including beef, veal, lamb 
and mutton, be certified by the 
government of the country of origin 
that the products never contained DES. 
But Agriculture Department officials 
say federal certification that meat had 
always been free of DES are not 
practicable and that farmers them­ 
selves are the only ones who can say 
with certainty the chemical was not 
used. 
The Food and Drug Administration 
banned DES — diethylstilbestrol — 
from use as a livestock growth booster 
more than a year ago. But a U.S. 
District Court recently held the order 
was illegal. Thus, DES now is per­ 
mitted as a livestock feed additive or as 
an implant in the animal's body. 
Federal meat inspectors still monitor 
products for illegal traces of the 
chemical, which can show up in 
slaughtered carcasses if animals are 
not withdrawn from DES soon enough 
before they are marketed. 
Department officials said Tuesday 
they did not know to what extend 
livestock producers have returned to 
DES in their operations. Thus, one said, 
it is ‘‘virtually impossible” to estimate 


how much meat shipped to Canada 
might come from animals which had 
been exposed to the chemical. 
Canada is the largest foreign market 
for U.S. beef and slaughter cattle. In 
calendar 1973, sales of cattle for 
slaughter in Canada totaled 185,300 
head worth about $71.2 million, up from 
61,359 head valued at $18.7 million in 
1972. 
Also last year, USDA officials said, 
Canada bought about 35 million pounds 
of U.S. beef valued at $36 million. That 
compared with 34.5 million pounds 
worth $29.4 million in 1972. 
Assistant Secretary of Agriculture 
Clayton Yeutter said Tuesday in a 
statement that he was “extremely 
disappointed” by the Canadian action 
and that it constituted an embargo on 
U.S. cattle and beef products. 
“Canada has insisted that it can only 
accept certification by a full-time U.S. 
government 
employe 
who 
has 
periodically visited the ranches and 
feedlots from which the live animals or 
meat originated to insure that DES has 
never been fed the animals to stimulate 
their growth,” Yeutter said. 
The department head proposed 
Canada accept certification by in­ 
dividual U.S. livestock producers and 
to accept federal inspection and 
monitoring programs as guarantee 
meat is free of the chemical. 
“Canada has rejected this proposal 
creating an impasse in our efforts to 
resolve 
this 
issue 
through 
negotiations,” Yeutter said.

Arab oil flows 
into U.S. again 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A big tanker­ 
load of Arab oil has reached the United 
States in the first major shipment re­ 
ceived since the lifting last month of the 
Arab oil embargo. 
The Federal Energy Office an­ 
nounced Tuesday that the Italian 
tanker Elba Lolligeiti has arrived at 
Norfolk, Va., carrying 344,000 barrels 
of crude oil from Algeria. 
Exxon Corp. said its own initial 
shipment of Mideast oil since resump­ 
tion of Arab supplies — 50,000 barrels of 
crude aboard die Esso Barcelona — 
was due to arrive today in New York 
Harbor. 
Anticipating the renewed availability 
of Arab oil, the FEO has told U.S. 
petroleum companies to draw upon 
current inventories to boost gasoline 
allocations for the month of April. 
Meanwhile, the American Au­ 
tomobile Association said its latest 
survey shows that motorists will find it 
easier to obtain gasoline this week, but 
they will probably be paying more per 
gallon. 
The AAA’s weekly spot check of some 
6,000 service stations across the nation 
found that since the week before, the 
average price of regular gasoline has 
climbed a penny to 54 cents a gallon. 
Premium average 57 cents per gallon, 
the survey reported. 
Highest average prices for regular 
gas were 56 cents in Hawaii, Illinois, 
New York and South Carolina while 
peak prices for premium reached 60

Japan’s 260,000 telephone and 
telegraph workers and 200,000 postal 
employes struck Tuesday. The dock 
workers were holding meetings to 
decide whether to join the walkout 
Thursday. 
The government lined up convoys of 
truces to haul foddstuffS id 
population centers, and the National 
Police Agency said it mobilized 340,000 
men to maintain order and direct the 
increased automobile traffic expected. 
The strikes are part of Japanese 
labor’s annual spring offensive for 
higher pay.

“Included are those who publicly 
destroy and burn draft cards, destroy 
Selective Service records, participate 
in and organize May Day demonstra­ 
tions, jrganize and attend rock 
festivals which attract youth and 
narcotics...” the memo said. 
It also said IRS agents were in­ 
terested in the tax returns of those 
aiding in the sale of firearms to the 
Irish Requblican Army, who travel to 
Cuba, Algeria or North Vietnam or who 
are engaged in “inciting commotion 
and resistance to authority by en­ 
couraging defectors in the Armed 
Forces to enter into alliances to subvert 
this nation...” the memo said. 
Weicker said Monday that the special

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Nicklaus 
MASTERS VOICES 
by Abn Mover 
looms over 
Masters 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) - There s 
Johnny Miller and the youth threat. 
There’s Gary Player and the 
foreigners. 
There’s Tom Weiskopf and defending 
champion Tommy Aaron. 
There’s Arnold Palmer and Sam 
Snead. 
But over and above them all looms 
the awesome figure of Jack Nicklaus, 
the domineering character in the in­ 
ternational cast assembled for the 38th 
Masters Golf Tournament. 
The 72-hole tee, generally ac­ 
knowledged as one of the world’s 
premier sports events, gets underway 
Thursday on flower-bedecked Augusta 
National Golf Course. 
An elite field of 79 of the world’s best 
shotmakers—including 13 foreign 
players, ll American amateurs and 55 
U.S. professionals—-are primed to test 
the 7,020-yard par-72 layout. 
The powerful Nicklaus, considered 
by many to be the finest player the 
game has ever seen, has won this 
tournament four times, a record he 
shares with Arnold Palmer. And in his 
last three starts here he’s been second, 
first and third, in that order. 
“My goals are always the same,” 
said the Golden Bear, who had 
collected a record 14 major cham­ 
pionship titles. “They’re the big four 
tournaments (the Masters, U.S. and 
British Opens and the PGA.)” 
Miller, 26, who won the U.S. Open last 
year, has dominated the regular tour 
this year. He scored a record sweep of 
the first three titles of the year and is 
the year’s leading money winner with 
almost $150,000—a record for this stage 
of the season. 
Among the other young stars are: 
—Jerry Heard, golf’s whistling man, 
who won the Citrus Open, then finished 
second and third in his next two starts; 
—Hubert Green, a two-time winner 
this year; 
—John Mahaffey, who hasn’t won 
this season but has finished second 
twice, third and fourth once; 
—Lanny Wadkins, who set money- 
winning records in each of his first two 
seasons on the tour and is one of the 
game’s most fiercely competitive play­ 
ers, and 
—Ben Crenshaw, the young Texan 
who has finished second twice this year 
and hit the tour with more impact than 
any rookie since Nicklaus. 
Player of South African is one of only 
four men to win all the world’s major 
titles. He heads a strong foreign field 
including Australian Bruce Crampton, 
Tony Jacklin and Peter Oosterhuis of 
England and Bob Charles of New Zea­ 
land.

Medical Terms: Shorthand 


I never heard of “pernio” 
antu my doctor said my son had 
it 
How do doctors come ap with 
such strange-sounding names? 
Mr. T.N., Fla. 
Dear Mr. N.: 
Medical terminology often 
sounds strange and confusing. 
In reality, a complex-sounding 
name may be shorthand to 
describe a total medical con­ 
dition. 
For example, a tongue- 
twister like “subacute bacterial 
endocarditis” brings to the 
doctor’s mind a portrait of a 
disease that would take twenty 
pages of description. 
“Subacute” describes a 
condition somewhere between 
“acute” 
and 
“chronic.” 
“Bacterial” refers to the in­ 
vading germ. “Endocarditis” is 
an inflammation and infection 
of the inner lining of the walls of 
the heart. 
Medical terms are not 
deliberately meant to confuse 
the laity, nor to give an air of 
pomposity. Each scientific 
discipline has its own technical 
jargon which is reserved for 
easy communication between 
those who work in a specific 
scientific area. 
Now this seems to be a far cry 
from your original question of 
“pernio.” Actually, I took 
advantage of your letter to give 
readers a better insight into the 
reasons for complex-sounding 
terminology.

“Pernio” is more commonly 
known as “chillblain.” Severe 
itching and burning of the skin, 
followed by tiny blisters, may 
be caused by water seeping into 
the shoes over the tops of even 
waterproof boots. 
The apparent protection of 
waterproof boots is not enough 
to keep the feet from being 
drenched after long exposure to 
rain or snow. 
The unpleasant and often 
painful effects of pernio can be 
avoided if children and adults 
are instructed to remove their 
boots quickly when the feet are 
saturated. 
It is important, too, that the 
lining be absolutely dry when 
they are used again. 


Is it safe to use hormone 
cream to remove excess hair on 
the face? 
Miss R. A., Penn. 
Detx Miss A.: 
The promiscuous use of 
hormones in creams, lotions 
and ointments must be avoided. 
It is amazing how much of the 
hormone can be absorbed into 
the system through the skin. 
It is for this reason that 
hormones must be used only 
when prescribed by a physician. 
The condition “hirsutism” 
(excess hair) may have a 
number of different causes, 
each of which should be in­ 
vestigated and ruled out.

Sinkhole swallows vegetables 
TAMPA, Fla. (AP) - The vegetable 
patch 
that 
Preston 
Keen, 
77, 
meticulously planted six weeks ago is 
gone. 
It disappeared in a sinkhole that has 
also swallowed seven orange trees and 
is slowly spreading. 
“It’s scary,” says his wife, Lily. 
“Sunday it wasn’t here. Monday it was 
like the earth had opened up.” 
The hole measures some 125 feet 
across and is about 50 feet deep. 
The Keens own 110 acres of pasture 
and farmland in Balm, a tiny com­ 


munity 30 miles southeast of Tampa. 
The sink opened about one-quarter of a 
mile from their home. 
Chalky green water flows at the 
bottom of the hole. An underground 
stream already has created a tiny 
waterfall inside the hole. Cracks as 
long as 12 feet reach out from the ex­ 
panding sink. 


Sinkholes are common in inland 
Central Florida. They are usually 
caused by the roofs of underground 
limestone caves giving way.

Disaster 
relief bill 
promoted 
WASHINGTON (AP) - A disaster 
relief bill that could simplify delivery 
of aid to tornado-damaged Southern 
and Midwest communities was ex­ 
pected to reach the Senate floor this 
afternoon. 
It won approval Tuesday in the 
Senate Public Works Committee and 
passage by the full Senate could send it 
to the House by Thursday, before the 
close of business for the Easter recess. 
Sen. Quentin N. Burdick, DN.D., 
rushed his bill through the Senate 
committee, citing the emergency needs 
of the ll states struck by more than 300 
tornadoes last week. 
The measure attaches several new 
provisions to the 1970 Disaster Relief 
Act. Most are aimed at^ minimizing the 
red tape involved in obtaining federal 
aid. 
President Nixon promised Xenia, 
Ohio, residents Tuesday to remove 
most of the stumbling blocks to aid. 
One provision would allow federal 
reimbursement up to 75 per cent on 
state costs of providing aid to families 
whose needs are not met by existing 
programs. The ceiling would be $5,000 
per family. 
Another section would allow the 
President to make loans to local 
government equal to 25 per cent of the 
operating budget to make up any loss of 
tax base from storm damage.
